Public Library Report 


The Trustees of the Public Library hereby submit their 
twenty sixth annual report. 

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees, called at the 
Public Library at the beginning of the year, Rev. J. P. 
Newell was the choice as president and treasurer, Mrs. 
Mary J. S. Campbell as secretary, and Florence C. Center 
as librarian. 

The sub-library at the northern part of the town has 
been maintained same as usual, with Mrs. Ernest Blodgett 
kindly caring for the same. We trust that it is fully 
appreciated. 

About twenty-five dollars worth of new books were 
purchased soon after the annual meeting, and after they 
were covered they were ready for distribution. The com- 
mittee bought, according to the best of their ability, what 
they thought would be suited to all the different people in 
town. Later the *“ Ladies’ Social Circle” expended a like 
amount of money. 

November 21 Rev. J. P. Newell passed to his reward. 
He had been the efficient president and treasurer since 
the founding of the public library. The vacancy has been 
filled by choosing Amos Saunders for the unexpired 
term. 

The people of the town must all feel very grateful to 
the late Aaron Cutler for the munificent sum of money, 
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which he so kindly left for a public brary building, be to - 
erected some time in the future. 

The term of office, as trustees, of Amos Saunders and 
Mary J.S. Campbell, expires the current year. Also a 
vacancy by the death of Mr. Newell.
